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Free Access Libraries. 


The conyersion of the Belfast Central 
Library into one of free access, Í am in- 
formed, has had admirable results; for 
the number of persons frequenting the 
building has increased by leaps and 
bounds. Not the least satisfied are the 
staff, who, under the old system, had to 
bring armfuls of books for clients to select 
from—a source of delay that made often 
for serious congestion, while a seeker after 
knowledge who was doubtful what 
authorities to consult might go away with 
a completely erroneous idea of the 
library s resources. Indeed, it is sur- 
prising what an educative effect, what 
wealth. in odds and ends of interesting 
information, is bound up with desultory 
browsing amid a collection of books; and 
the student with free access to well-stocked 
bookcases finds himself lured on volume 
by volume to unsuspected penetralia in 
his’ subject. The myth that the 
Northerner is no reading man may at any 
rate be scotched, but, like the Scot, he 
takes his pleasure in books rather 
seriously. His wife and daughter may 
pursue the latest novel among the 
shelves of the circulating libraries; in the 
Central Public Library the man himself 
gloats over voluminous histories, three- 
decker biographies of succewful men, and 
tomes of theological learning.

THROUGH THE EYES 
OF AN EXILE. 
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By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


NE of the few cheering events of a 
O rather cheerless week-end was the sur- 
prise win of the London-Irish over Old 
Paulines in the first match of the season for 
the team. It was also the first match on the 
new ground = at Sudbury, which the 
Irish team has just taken over. The 
team was not nearly at full strength, because 
there had been several last-minute cancella- 
tions; so the victory was as welcome as it was 
unexpected. It is confidently anticipated, how- 
ever, that several London-Irish players will 
appear in the Irish trials this season. 
The talented cousin of Shane Leslie and 
Winston Churchill, Mrs. Sheridan, has just 
ome back from her home in Algeria to make 
a bust of Gandhi before he sails homeward. 
She has many talents; for she is a novelist, 
has acted as a war correspondent, and is an 
explorer and a sculptor of some distinction. It 
is some years. now since she visited Russia, 
became persona gratissima with Soviet leaders 
and commissars of different kinds, and made 
busts of Lenin, Zinoviev and many others. 
She had previously made a portrait-bust of 
Princess Patricia of Connaught, who is her- 
self a keen and discerning painter. Mrs 
Sheridan is the daughter of the late Moreton 
Frewen, an Irish M.P., who tov« an active 
part in public affairs at the end of the 
eighties and beginning of the ‘nineties. He, 
Lord Randolph Churchill, and Sir John Leslie, 
married three sisters, the Misses Jerome, of 
New York. 


PERSONALITIES. 


If Lord Henry Cavendish Be::tinck had 
expected to be in good health. he would 
certainly have stood for some divisiun at the 
coming general election. During the iast 
month or two, however, he had been trying 
to get rid of a species of malarial influenza; 
but a fresh chill produced congestion of the 
lungs and brought about his death this week. 
Kleven years ago he founded the Peace with 
Ireland Council, which sent Lady (Mark) 
&skes, a daughter of Sir John Gorst. and 
I-eutenant-General Sir Henry Lawson te 
Ireland to ascertain conditions in that 
country and report on them. Sir Henry 
Lawson wrote an admirably-balanced and 
courageous report, which did much to 
bring public opinion here to a point 
where it demanded an Irish settle- 
ment. He made the report in Febrwarv. 
1921, and the Truce ‘‘ broke out,” as one of 
the Irish !eaders used to describe it, in July 
of that year. Lady Sykes, who died early 
this year, at an early age, had a gentle 
manner and a most penetrating mind. Sir 
Henry Lawson was one of ‘ Kitchener’s 
nets ” in the South African war, and, like 
most of those “ pets, he owed the distinc- 
tion to his great skill and efficiency as an 
administrative soldier. He is credited with 
having brought Rumania into the war, and 
with a desire to forget that he had done so. 
He married the widow of an Earl of Lathom, 
who also died this vear. He is a son of 
Judge Lawson. of the Land League days, 
and has never Jost touch with Ireland or her 
artists. He was represented at Sir William 
Orpen’s funeral last Saturday. 


WILDE’S “ SALOME,” 


“ Tí only they could have put one of the 
veils between me and the stage, I should have 
gone asieep happily,’ said a dramatic critic 
AC tien had to attend “'Salome ” in his 
professional capacity For different reasons, 
the caste had been many times altered in the 
last few weeks, and on the first night it was 
not properly ‘* pulled together.”

The Saville Theatre, at the less-frequented 
end of the Shaftesbury avenue, opened on 
Thursday with a play entitled ‘For the 
Love of Mike.” The inside of the new 
theatre is most self-consciously modern-—all 
rustless steel and rose and green.

All the political leaders—including Mr. 
Lloyd George, whose astonishing outburst 
we print to-day—have given their messages 
to the British electorate. 
emerge from the welter of arguments. The 
first is that Britain’s very life depends 
upon the outcome of the coming appeal 
to the polls; for the Socialist Party is 
pledged to a pelicy of sheer bankruptcy 
and ruin.

For two reasons the Irish Free State is 
concerned vitally in the issue of the 
coming elections.

Once more 
the political outlook becomes dark; for 
once more the forces oí disorder have 
asserted themselves in a fashion which 
threatens the public peace. Matters have 
moved quickly in the last few days, and it 
seems now that Britain’s general election 
may be accompanied, if it is not antici- 
pated, by a like upheaval in the Irish Free 


State. 
In view of recent outrages and of the 


activity of illegal organisations, Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government proposes to arm 
the Free State police with new and 
stringent powers. The bill, which will 
come before the Ddil next Wednesday, is 
resisted vigorously by the Fianna Fail 
Party, and we think that the majority 
of Free State citizens dislike it; for it 
creates an authority that is capable of 
wide abuse. We can imagine the fury with 
which Irish Nationalism would have con- 
demned such a measure in the old days 
of British ‘‘ coercion.’”’ In fact, the bill 
is defensible only on the postulate that 


abnormal conditions exist in the country. 


Two facts. 
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No doubt, the Government will. support 
its proposals with cogent proof in the 
Dáil, and, in the meanwhile, some of those 
persons who denounce the bill most loudly 
have strengthened the Government's hand 
by a sinister series of domiciliary visits 
to deputies and senators. It is manifest, 
however, that such a measure, if it is to 
be effective, must have the moral support 
of a large majority in the Dáil. Con- 
scious’ of this need, the Government, as 
we understand, will not be content with a 
bare majority, and, if its hopes are 
disappointed, may withdraw the bill and 
may go immediately to the electors. That 
prospect, which opens a deplorable vista 
of excitement and disorder, is a real 
menace to the country’s economic 
interests. Moreover, there is small likeli- 
hood that a general election would settle 
the issues which are crystallised in the 
Police Bill. The problems which now 
confront Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
would confront Mr. de Valera if a general 
election should put him in office. Do we 
ask the impossible when we suggest an 
effort of conference and compromise before 
a bad situation is allowed to become 


worse ? 


China and Japan. 

The Council of the League of Nations 
has taken a sufficiently grave view of the 
Sino-Japanese dispute to ante-date its 
meeting on October 14th by twenty-four 
hours. This decision has every justifica- 
tion in fact. Yesterday Mr. Shegemitau, 
a Japanese Minister, sailed for Nanking 
to present his Government's Note to the 
Chinese authorities, and its terms are not 
conciliatory. It accuses China on the 
ground that the present disturbances are 
“ nothing but an outcome of deep-rooted 
anti-Japanese feeling in Manchuria.’”’ 
“ The responsibility for the present situa- 
tion,” it alleges, ‘‘ naturally lies with the 
Chinese Government.” In well-informed 
circles China is expected to reply to 
the effect that the boycott and other 
anti-Japanese movements really are 
popular movements. Indeed, Japan's 
complaints scarcely could have existed if 
this Chinese attitude were wholly false. 
Furthermore, foreign officials consider 
that China, ‘‘ relying enormously on the 
League’s protection,” has displayed an 
‘amazing restraint,’ and that Japan's 
real desire is to force a declaration of 
war upon the Chinese. In the mean- 
while, the Secretary-General of the League 
of Nations has reminded both parties ‘‘ of 
the engagements taken before the 
Council ” not to aggravate the situation 
Next Tuesday’s review of the problem at 
Geneva will be interesting, since, to some 
extent, the League will be tested on its 
ability, or otherwise, to prevent a very 
serious outbreak. Such an estimate of its 
deliberations is not unreasonable; for 
already the United States is threatening to 
take a hand. True to American precedent, 
a rather heroic note is struck. The United 
States, we are told, is preparing “ to 
mobilise the opinion of the world against 
further hostilities between China and 
Japan.” Unfortunately, America’s in- 
tention does not relieve the League 
of Nations of its responsibilities. China 
and Japan are on the brink of a 
war—perhaps, not serious in itself, since 
China is in no case to fight Japan, but 
serious to the outside world for the result» 
which it may entail upon the balance of 
power in the Far East. The League of 
Nations is concerned with the abstract 
justice of the cases which it tries—modi- 
fied, no doubt, by a desire for universal 
welfare. Sino-Japanese affairs to-day 
scarcely provide much scope for casuistry. 
An absolute verdict one way or the other 
is required if the League’s prestige is not 
to suffer damage in the eyes of those who 
regard it as the future court of appeal in 
international quarrels. 


An Ocean Highway. 


The establishment of a new port on 
Hudson Bay is not the only means by 
which Canadian enterprise hopes to 
shorten the journey between the Dominion 
and the ports of Europe. We learn that 
negotiations will begin at once between the 
Governments of Canada and the United 
States to put in hand an ambitious scheme 
to deepen the upper St. Lawrence River. 
The project is not new. The advantages oi 
a highway to enable ocean-going ships to 
make a direct passage from Lake Superior 
to the Old World have been manifest ever 
since time became an important factor in 
the battle for European markets ; but watil 
now financial and political difficulties 
have stood in the way of its fulfilment. 
Difficulties, indeed,. still exist. While the 
scheme is well received in most parts of 
Canada, it is regarded with deep suspicion 
in Quebec. The plans include the 
construction of a hydro-electric power 
plant at the point where the river becomes 
the Welland Canal, and the undertaking 
will be shared between Canada and thé 
United States. Quebec, however, already 
enjoys potentialities for electric power 
which have attracted American capital; 
and the probability that the United States 
will wish to-exercise some control over the 
deepened St. Lawrence can meet with little 
approval from a city to which the warden- 
ship of the river long has been a source of 
civic pride and profit. This objection has 
not been allowed to affect the issue, 
although to it, perhaps, we may trace one 
important alteration in the arranyement 
between the two Governments. When the 
present scheme was evolved Mr. Hoover's 
Administration suggested that the matter 
should be discussed by a joint commission. 


Now he has consented to the Canadian 


proposal that negotiations shall be con- 
ducted by diplomatic methods, which will 
lend to the agreement the character of a 
formal international treaty rather than a 
purely commercial transaction. 


. Burgundy, 


We heard lately that, owing to un- 
favourable weather, there would be no 1931 
champagnes, and now it is reported that 
the wine-growers in the Burgundy dis- 
tricts have askec the French Ministry for 
Agriculture to refuse the name of Burgundy 
to this year’s vintage. The crop this 
season is poor in quantity and quality, 
and the growers, careful of the wine's 
good name, do not wish it to have so un- 
worthy an exponent. Such commercial 


rectitude is no mere altruism; for the 


yesterday for the Mediterranean and India on

damage done to a wine's reputation by a 
single year’s crop of really inferior 
quality is greater than might be sup- 
posed. As a rule, the public does not 
trouble to differentiate between years ; it 
is enough for the ordinary man that he 
has bought a Romanée-Conti or a Cham- 
bertin. Accordingly he expects a certain 
level of excellence ; and, if it is not forth- 
coming, he decides to drink something 
else in future. This attitude, of course, 
is demonstrably wrong. The Caillerets 
vineyards of the Volnay district, for in- 
stance, are not among the most famous, 
but the Volnay-Caillerets of 1889 was 
held by several experts and its happy 
possessors to be probably the finest 
Burgundy .grown in a year of great 
Burgundies. It is not every small retailer 
and restaurant proprietor who trouble 
to explain these points to their clients. 
The growers, however, by their action 
have ensured that their 1931 produce 
shall not be sold as Burgundy, and it is to 
be hoped that they will be compensated 
by a noble crop in 1932. In any case—if 
it were not that many countries to-day 
cannot afford to import luxuries—the 
absence of a 1931 vintage ought to en- 
hance the value of their existing stocks.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE POLITICAL 
HORIZON. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Fripay NIGHT. 


In political circles to-day the opinion 
was that the sky is clearing, and that 
much good has been done by the mani 
festoes of the Prime Minister and Mr. 
Baldwin. Both have defined their pos; 
tions with admirable clearness, while 
most efficient aid has been provided by; 
Sir John Simon. Ambiguities and diffe 
rentiations in policies are dropped, and 
the three parties are to go to the po)! 
united under the leadership of a chosen 
head. If this attitude is continued, and 
the three parties work together, there 
ought to be little doubt of the resn!}t 
At the same time, a word of warning is 
necessary to those people who usually are 
careless enough not to vote. Every con 
stitutionalist must vote if the Natwna! 
Government is to return with a majority 
strong enough to enable it to carry out 
its tremendous task. 


Mr. Macdonala’s Group. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has fort: 
National Labour candidates already, and 
it is expected that the number will he 
increa by the nomination day. He is 
taking a personal interest in his sup 
porters, and will see that efforts are mace 
to prevent a splitting of the Nationa 
Government vote wherever they may he 
candidates. If the Prime Minister sees 
his forty candidates returned, he will 
have the nucleus of a new Labour Party 
a not unimportant matter from his point 
of view. At present he is a leader with 
out an army of his own, but, with fort: 
Labour stalwarts behind him, he will fee! 
a giant refreshed, especially since these 
representatives will not be subjected to 
the domination of the trade unions. 


Mr. Lloyd George s Decision. 


The decision of Mr. Lloyd George that 
his party fund, known as ‘‘ The Lloyd 
George Fund,’’ will not be used to finance 
Liberal candidates, even if of his own 
shade of opinion, at the general election 
is exciting much comment. The amount 
of this fund is unknown, though rumour 
says that it still 1s considerable, and it 
was the result of Liberal generosity after 
the War. It is suggested to-day that. as 
Mr. Llovd George cannot enter the field 
in person on the present occasion, he in- 
tems to devote himself and his money to 
preparations for another election in the 
not distant future, in the hope that the 
country once again may turn to 
Liberalism. Mr. Llaed George may he 
wise to conserve his funds and his 
energies; for his party in the new Par 
liament probably wall be little more than 
a family concern. 


Liberal Tactics. 


Mr. Ramsay Muir, who runs the Liberal 
Party machine, is said to have sent a letter 
to Liberal candidates, giving guidance for 
their conduct during the election and in 
structing them to re-state the free trade 
case in relation to present conditions. The 
letter stresses the importance of having 
as many real Liberals as possible in the 
next Parliament. The Liberal attack will 
be directed upon constituencies where a 
victory is thought to be reasonably certain, 
and more particularly where Labour 
stands little chance. An exception is that 
no risk is to be run when there is a pos- 


| sibility of letting Labour in on a split 


vote. Liberals are advised that they 
ought to try, in addition to the holding of 
their. own seats, to fight every anti 
Government Socialist in constituencies 
where Liberals were second at the last 
election. 


The Labour Party. 


Several of the Labour leaders returned 
to London from Scarborough to-day, and 
began a series of conferences with the 
party organisers in view of the election 
campaign. The selection of candidates 
will be left to the local associations, but 
at the Labour headquarters the determina- 
tion is expressed that no seats shall go un 
contested. A fight will be put up even in 
those that are regarded as being safe bv 
nominees of the other parties. It was 
expected that Mr. Henderson and other 
leading members of the party would make 
an organised tour of the country, but this 
idea has been dropped, and individual 


leaders will address meetings in various . 


centres. 
Election Expenses. 


While the general election is likely to 
prove expensive to the candidates, it is 
expected that the total cost will be under 
a million pounds. The 1929 election was 
most costly, as the expenditure was higher, 
with one exception, than any since 1880. 
The election in that vear cost £1.736.781 
but it was before the Corrupt Practices 
Act of 1883 came into operation. In 1929 
the expenses incurred by candidates, in 
cluding the charges of the returninc 
officers, amounted to £1,213,507, and the 
only occasion on which this sum was ex 
ceeded was the first of the two elections 
in 1910, when the expenditure was 
£1,295,.782. In 1924 the expenditure was 
£921,165. If the Representation of the 
People Bill, which has been before Parlia- 
ment.this vear, had been passed, the rare 
of expenditure would have been reduced 


| greatly, since candidates would not have 


been permitted to spend so much per hea‘ 
of the electorate as they now spend.

In regard to war debts, it is pointed out 
here that the settlements were negotiated 
on the supposed ability to pay, and it is 
agreed that debtors may. argue that this 
has been impaired by the world depres- 
sion. This is considered in some circles 
especially true in regard to Britain, who 
has agreed to much harder terms than the 
others. 

Many bankers are anxious for an ex- 
tension of the moratorium in order to safe- 
guard their investments, and it is believed 
by many financial experts, both in the 
Government and Congress, that Germany 
will be in little better condition next July 
to meet reparations’ than she was last 
July. The United States is hoping to get 
a bargain in disarmament in return for a 
reduction in debi payments. 


A GOVERNMENT'S HONOUR. 


It was reiterated at the White House 
to-day that the ability to pay is still 
regarded as the basis for the collection of 
European War debts to the United States. 

It is indicated that, while the United 
intention of

NO FURTHER CIVIL

Dealing with the rumoured further re- 
ductions in the pay of civil servants, Mr. 
T. J. Hughes, General Secretary of the 
Civil Service Federation, informed me yes- 
terday that last week Mr. MecElligott, 
Secretary to the Department of Finance.

East, the League of Nations Council, 
which was adjourned until October 14th, 
has been convoked instead for noon on 
Tuesday next, October 13th. 

The President of the Council yesterday 
afternoon ordered the sending of the fol- 
lowing telegram to the Chinese and 
Japanese Governments :— 

‘‘ Information received tends to show 
that incidents are taking place in Man- 
churia and elsewhere which cannot but 
embitter feeling and thus render settle- 
ment more difficult. In these circum- 
stances, and: pending the meeting of the 
Council, I feel it is my duty as President 
of the Council to remind the two parties 
of the engagéments taken before the 
Council to refrain from any action which 
would aggravate the situation, and to ex- 
press the confident hope that steps are 
being taken on both sides to execute fully 
the assurances given to the Council and 
its resolution of the 30th 


U.S. TAKING STEPS. 


The United States Government is also 
preparing to make a definite move in 
regard to the situation in Manchuria. The 
indications are that the United States 
Government will seek to mobilise the 
opinion of the world against further hos- 
tilities between China and Japan. 

This action on the part of the League 
and the United States*has come none too 
soon. It is felt in many quarters that 
the Japanese military authorities are de- 
termined to force an issue, while desirous 
of placing on China the onus of the actual 
declaration of war. 

Yesterday Mr. Shigemitau, the Japanese 
Minister in Shanghai, left Shanghai on a 
destrover for Nanking to present the 
ultimatum which (as announced yesterday 
morning) the Japanese Government is 
delivering to China. 


JAPANESE PATIENCE, 


The Japanese Note states that the 
Japanese Government has already made it 
clear that the Manchurian affair is 
nothing but an outcome of deep-rooted 
anti-Japanese feeling in China, which has 
taken specially provocative form in the 
recent challenge to Japanese troops, com- 
pelling the latter to resort to measures of 
self-defence. 

-“ The responsibility for the 
situation naturally lies with the Chinese 
Government,” the Note states. 

“ Being desirous of maintaining cordial 
relations between the two countries, this 
Government has exercised the greatest 
patience and forbearance in the hope that 
this deplorable state of affairs may yet 
improve. Unfortunately, however, this 
anti-.Japanese agitation seems now to be 
assuming alarming proportions. 


“A HOSTILE ACT." 


“Tt is to be noted that the 
Japanese movement in China is conducted 
as an instrument of national policy under 
the direction of the Nationalist Party. 
which, in view of the peculiar political 
organisation of China, is inseparable in 
function from the Government. 

“It is, therefore, evident that the 
present anti-Japanese movement in China 
is not only in contravention of the letter 
and spirit of treaties existing between the 
two countries. but constitutes a form of 
hostile act. without use of arms, contrary 
to al] standards of justice and friendship. 

“The Chinese Government will be 
assuming very serious responsibility 
if it should fail to take prompt and 
effective measures to quell that agita- 
tion. 


TO BE HELD RESPONSIBLE. 


“The Chinese Government is actuallr 
aggravating the situation by no honest or 
effective effort to restrain the activities 
of anti-Japanese societies, which are 
jeopardising the lives and property, as 
well as the liberty of trade, of the 
Japanese subjects in different parts of 
China. 

“The Japanese Government desires 
to call once more the serious attention 
of the Chinese Government to these 
actions on the part of anti-.J apanese 
societies, and to declare at the same 
time that the Chinese Government will 
be held responsible for whatever may 
be the consequences of its failure to 
suppress the anti-J apanese movement 
and to afford adequate protection to 
the lives and property of the Japanese 
subjects in China.” 

It is forecast that the National Govern- 
ment will reply that the bovcott and 
other anti-Japanese movements are really 
popular movements and cannot be pre- 
vented, but that to promote friendly rela- 
tions with Japan the Naticnal Govern- 
ment is doing its utmost to suppress anti- 
Japanese activities. 


WARSHIP AGGRAVATION, 


The Chinese Government, it is stated, 
will request Japan “ to refrain from send- 
ing more warships to China, so that the 
situation may not be further aggravated.”’ 

Some foreign officials in Shanghai have 
expressed the opinion that the Chinese 
are showing amazing restraint and con- 
trol, and are relying enormously on the 
League's protection, the failure of which 
may cause the disintegration of the 
Chinese Government. 

President Hoover discussed the situa- 
tion with the United States Cabinet at a 
meeting yesterday, and Mr. Stimson, the 
Secretary of State, then turned his entire 
attention. to the problem. 

State department officials expect that 
action will shortly be taken. 

For three hours Yung Kwai, Chinese 
Chargé d’ Affaires in Washington, placed 
China’s case in the Manchurian dispute 
hefore Mr. Stimson (says an Exchange 
telegram). and it is understood that he 
directed Mr. Stimson’s attention to 
alleged efforts of the Japanese to stimn 
late the formation of an autonomous state 
in Manchuria and the alleged seizure of 
military stores by Japanese forces.

To-day'’s news from the neighbourhood 
speaks of the continnance of killing ol 
cattle, looting of agricultural imple- 
ments, and devastation of farms. In 
many cases the marauders, who are 
moving about in gangs often numbering 
several hundreds, are seizing farms.

DISTRESSES OF THE HGOUR. 

What was the explanation of the distresses 
of the present hour’? He thought it was that 
the peoples of the world had not yet grasped 
the thought that the world was now one place 
and one thing. and no nation could be in- 
dependent to-day. There was a time when it 
would have been possible for a nation to live 
an independent life. but that time was very 
far back. Every advance in civilisation was 
an advance away from independence. There 
was a time when the individual man was his 
own judge and his own policeman ; he decided

Fer himself what 
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lit steps were necessary to de- 
end *himself.**At a later stage man ‘entered 
the larger life, and surrendered some of his 
independence. There was an advance to 
higher ¢ivilisation abd the heginnings of law. 
All these stages in human development meant 
the surrender of individual independence. 
Now they-had reached a stage in the history 
of the world where they had to look beyond 
the nation, where they had to ask the ques- 
tion: is nation the highest thing, and is there 
no advance beyond that? The distresses of 
the present hour were Jargely the result of 
answers that were given that question. 


EUROPE’S HISTORY. 

Take, for example, the history of Europe 
during the last sixty or seventy years. What 
they had until the Great War were different 
groups of nations seeking security, linking 
themselves together, and forming aliiances 
that ‘were. offensive and defensive. When the 
clash came it was a world clash. That was 
not the way to gain security. The Great War 
had demonstrated the utter futility ol 


attempting security in that kind of 
sectional way. That was the cause ol 
the. economic distresses of the present 
time. There was an assumption, for 
example, on the part of statesmen that one 
nation could benefit economically frem | 
impoverishment of another. The whole thing 
was perfectly absurd. ft was like attempting 
te improve one’s position economically | 
killing one’s customers... Statesmen after the 
war were so intoxicated by what they ve 


and that it would | 


garded as military victory, and were so 
Ilinded by prejudices, that thev were not 
able to see things in their true light. 


Continuing, the Bishop said that. when the 


Great War came there was an upportunity 


of opening a new chapter in the Instorv of 
Kurope, and, as he thought, the opportunity 
missed, Mr. Keynes, “who .

MEDICAL CARE.

“Tet me sound a waruing against 3n- 
discriminate dieting or slimmung,’’ said Dr. 
Cyril Murphy, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., uí the 
course of an inauguimal address on health and 
cliet delivered yesterday at the openlig oi 
the Clinical Session, 1°31 32. ot the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin. Dr. Fearon, D.8c., 
F.T.C.D., presided. 

“ Slimming is a practice which, if followed 
indiscriminately, is likely to cause great 
Farm,” continued Dr. AMurpiey. Before a 
course was undertaken il was of paramount 
importance to get a complete inedical over. 
haul, and then, should health permit, dieting 
might be practised, but under medical super- 
Vision. The ambition of the medical 
practitioner should be to advise a «tet 
suitable for the patient's normal weight; to 
advise a diet which would not allow fatty 
acids to be generated in the blood. and 
which would at the same time supply the 
necessary vitamins for the maintenance of 
health. 

Care should be taken. too, that the patient 
is not exposed to infections while under- 
going treatment. as it is obvious that the 
resistance of a person thus slimming is 
greatly lowered. 

He would warn the medical student never 
to come to hospital in the morning without 
a full, square ™eal—tliat is, never to come 
devitalised by hunger; for bacteria do not 
hesitate to seize an opportunity of lighting 
and feeding upon devitalised material. 

It might be asked. what is the use of all 
this advance in dietitic knowledge in recent 
years’ He would answer that the health 
of the nation has undoubtedly improved 
since we had become aware of the material 
needs of the body. “Men do not live 
longer than of old, it is true.” concluded 
Dr. Murphy, “but their health is better 
than that of their forefathers.”’

A schoolmaster, however, has only 
a limited time in which to do this, so there 
sometimes. comes a moment when there is no 
other course to adopt tnan to use the rod.”’ 
The chief danger, in his opinion, hes im 
the possilmlitv of the master’s sense of 
justice being warped by a momentary access 
of temper; for in that moment he might

_inflict a punishment that was not deserved, 


and thus destroy the boy’s belief in him. 
Without this belief no master could hope 
to achieve satisfactory results with his 
pupils. What was necessary was a cold- 
bloodad dispensation of justice, which erred 
on the side of leniency and never of severity. 

‘““Sane use of the cane,”’ he continued, 
‘is the average method to achieve average 
results with average people. If time were 
longer, it would be better to avoid that line 
of treatment, but there is this to be said 
for the present system—namely, that it 
illustrates the law of cause and effect in a 
wav that a hov's mind can understand. and 
brings him face to face with the inflexibility 
& fate that he will have to meet in after 
ife.

' A DISASTROLS YEAR. 

The last financial year was the most 
disastrous for trade and commerce throughout 
the world, and during it some of the largest 
and most important business concerns in these 
countries’ had been faced with appalling 
losses. In regard to the fall in sieiling, 
however, which had just taken place, his 
opinion was that, unless some further aitera- 
tion in the world position took place, the fall 
would benefit the whiskey trade. ‘The fixed 
tax on whiskey since 1922 of 72s. 6d. a gallo» 
bore very heavily on their tiade because it 
rendered it impossible for distilleries to effect 
any reduction iu prices. Goods imported into 
this country, he added, must be paid for in 
depreciated currency, and higher prices must 
rule for all imported goods. In like manner, 
most things produced in these countries must 
inevitably rise to something lke the world 
value of similar commodities, despite every 
attemptto prevent profiteering. 


In this country whiskey must be kept five 
years at least before it could be sold to the 
public, and consequently there would be no 


| Justification for a rise in price, while the de- 


preciation of sterling might affect consumers 
of other Leveraves, 

Taking everything into consideration, he 
thought they had every reason to be more 
cheerful than they were last vear. They 
hoped to increase sales, and they had cut 
down expenses, The directors had voluntarily 
agreed to a reduction of fifty per cent. in 
their fees, and, as Chairman, he had never 
accepted the additional remuneration to which 
he was entitled. He was on the same level 
as his colleagues, and their auditors, Messrs. 
Craig Gardner had generously volunteered 
to accept-a similar reduction in their fees. 


REDUCING EXPENDITURE. . 

It was estimated that in the present year 

they would be able to reduce the expenditure 
of last year, including the exceptional ex- 
penditure by over £15,000, but it should he 
borne in mind at the same time that there 
would be also a reduction on the gross profit 
on sales, and it would be wrong to assume 
that on the same sales they could reduce the 
loss: of last year by anything like the full 
amount of these eeonomies. That they would 
reduce the loss by a large amount was pretty 
certain. The heaviest’. item of expense 
was £8,000 Debenture interest. _ It would be 
impossible to make the business pay, taking 
that figure ‘into account, without increasing 
Sales. Ever since the excessive duty was im- 
posed in 1920 their sales had been falling, 
and they had only been able to bring it to 
a stop in 1920, when they were able to report 
a definite increase of 15 per cent. 
Five or six vears ago the profits began to 
fall below the safety line, and ever 
since they had to report a loss. 
hey had now made agreements which would 
certainly reduce expenses, and they trusted 
substantially increase their sales. In England 
certain factors over which they had no con- 
trol prevented them from obtaining at once 
the benefit of their agreement with Messrs. 
Booth’s distilleries. They had received a 
definite assurance that one serious obstacle 
for the development of trade in that: country 
would have disappeared in three or four 
months’ time, and thereafter, in one quarter 
at all events, a substantial volume of trade 
might be expected. Definite steps in other 
directions had also been taken, and from one 
of these alone they expected a net profit of 
over a thousand pounds in the coming vear, 
and they expected that outlet to increase 
steadily in volume and profit. They had also 
made arrangements for the development of a 
Continental trade on _ satisfactory. terms 
which they hoped would be profitable, but 
it was too early to build anything on the 
results. ' 


THE FALL IN STERLING, 

If, as appears to be indicated, the Chair- 
man concluded, the fall in sterling will result 
in a revival of trade and greater prosperity 
in Great Britain and Ireland, such prosperity 
should result in an increased demand for 
whiskey, particularly when foreign spirits and 
wines must increase in price. 

We have during the vear made powerful 
allies, and we are working with them in the 
closest co-operation for our mutual benefit. 
We have made arrangements which should 
produce an increased volume of trade, and 
the prospects of a trade revival and greater 
general prosperity enhances the cheerfulness 
of the outlook. 

The Chairman announced that during the 
year Mr. M. C. Harmon and Mr. Aldom had 
resigned from the directorate of the hoard. 
and in their places Mr. Owen and Mr. Marks 
had been co-opted. 

Mr. Owen formally seconded the adoption 
of the report. 


SHAREHOLDERS’ CRITICISM, 

Messrs. J. F. Maguire, P. Burrowes Shiel, 
F. M. Summerfield, O'Reilly, T. M. Farrelly. 
J. J. Burgess, H. Hughes and J. Magennis 
expressed dissatisfaction with the report, and 
Mr. Summerfield proposed that the accounts 
he not passed, and that a committee of share- 
holders be appointed with full powers to 
investigate, and that meanwhile the meeting
